NERO FIDDLED WHILE ROME 
BURNED 


And that is just exactly what the di- 
plomats of Europe are doing now at that 
alleged peace conference, and have been 
doing for weeks past—fiddling on a di- 
plomatic fiddle that is a hundred years 
out of tune, while half of the world is 
burning and the rest threatened with the 
same conflagration. 


It is pleasing to note by the dispatches 
that President Wilson has served notice 
on them that something has got to be 
done pretty soon or America will with- 
draw from the whole _mess and leave 
them to keep on doing all the fiddling 
they want to, and has ordered his trans- 
port ship to come to France after him. 

We can see where he is right, and it 
«is a wonder he has been as patient as he 
has been, for that jaw of his is not square 
for nothing. 

Bolshevism, riot, anarchy, bloodshed, 
revolt and a literal hell have been rolliig 
over nearly all of, Europe for weeks anil 
months, and all of it is increasing in 
volume every daysand night.

These people engaged in this sort of 
thing number millions. 
two-thirds of Europe. 
starving, blood crazed and desperate, and 
they are going to sweep everything be- 
fore them unless the fool fiddling stops 
and the leading governments. of the 
world, ineluding Ameriea, get right down 
to business quick and meet the qncoming 
rush of fanaticism with prompt and cffi- 
cient measures. 

It does not make a particle of di ffor- 
enee to the world at large whether France 
or Germany or Italy or anybody else gets 
any money indemnity out of the war or 
not, or whether they grab an inereased

asked for indemnity, nor territory, either, 
and it has just as much a right to do so, 
prcportionate to its losses, as any of the 
rest of them.

blessed thing except money and territory. 
In this respect they are not a whit differ-

And the result will be the torch 
end bomb applicd to the whole world in 
another ninety days unless these old
